The  (■(•ononiic  c-diiditiiiiis  uikUt  which  wc  have  hiliored  since  sulmiilliiif;  (Hir  la^-t 
liieiiiiinl  re])"rt  have  caused  ovir  \V(irk  to  be  inoi-e  burdeusome  and  difficult  than  at  any 
otlier  lu-evieus  time  since  tlie  hnv  was  enacted  ci'eating  The  State  BumiiI  of  Kqualization. 

T'niiaralleh'd  depressed  financial  cunditioiis.  the  loss  of  eaniinu  aliility.  the  de- 
lireciated  values  of  all  products  jiroduced  in  Montana  have  been  such  that  reUuetious 
in  valuations  of  livestock  and  real  estate  were  necessarily  made  by  this  Board.  This 
condition  likewise  affected  all  industries  in  the  state  so  that  the  taxable  vnlnation 
and   the  revenue  of  the  state  have  been  materially   reduced. 

In  l!)r'>2.  the  I'.oard.  believin;;  real  estate  in  many  of  the  counties  was  bein..; 
assessed,  as  a  class,  in  excess  of  its  true  value,  held  pulilic  heariusis  in  sixteen  counties 
of  the  state  and  beard  testimony  of  individuals  and  members  of  tax  associations  re- 
j;ardiu.i;  valuations  placed  on  property  liy  tlie  county  assessors  in  the  several  counties 
and  a  material  reduction  was  granted  In  accordance  with  the  testimony  submitted 
to    I  lie    Hoard. 

There  were  filed  with  the  State  Board  of  Equalization  during  the  summer  of 
1931,  106  individual  appeals  from  the  assessed  valuation  placed  on  jiroperty  by  the 
county  assessors  and  approved  by  the  county  boards  of  eiiualization.  and  during'  the 
.year   1932   there   were   272   such   appeals   to   this   Board.

We  lieliivc  that  by  enactinf;  the  laws  we  have  recommended  providing:  for  addi- 
tional state  revenue  that  same  will  relieve  the  present  pro|x>rty  taxpayer  of  some  of 
liis  burden  .•ind   at    the  same   time  exact   revenue   from   sources   not   heretofore   reai-hed. 

There  are  a  few  corrective  measures  of  existing  laws  that  we  feel  should  be  eie 
acted    which    we    will    ju'epare    and    have    introdiK'cd    liy    the    ]iroper    c(unnnttee.

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TAX.\TION    OF   MINES 

At  tlic  tiinc  of  the  cousUtutional  couvention,  in  ISSli.  Muiiiaua's  only  industriei-- 
wdiihy  (iT  nicnlion  were  metnl  mining  and  Steele  raisins:,  wiili  niininK  greatly  pre- 
dominant. Because  of  the  peculiar  character  of  mining  proijerty.  and  in  recognition 
IHThaps.  of  the  practical  impossibility  of  intelligently  valuing  our  fissure  vein  miue.s. 
the  delegate.s  to  that  convention  wrote  into  the  constitution  the  "net  proceeds  clause" 
liroviding  a  .special  method  for  the  assessment  of  such  proju-rty.  rndcr  this  provision 
and  suliseiiueut  legislation  mines  are  a.ssessed  h.v  the  county  assessors  at  the  price 
paid  the  (Jovernment  therefor,  and  on  improvements  and  maehinery  of  all  kinds.  If 
the  surface  ground  has  a  separate  and  independent  value  for  some  other  purpose  it  is 
a.sse.ssed  at  its  full  value  for  such  other  i)uri>osc.  Ni't  proceeds  are  a.sses.sed  hy  tln' 
State  Hoard  of  l'(iualizatiou.  such  assessments  being  based  on  verlfieil  statements  filed 
with  the  hoard  by  the  i)roduccrs  and  allocated  to  the  counties  in  whicli  the  mines  are 
situated.  Tlie  taxable  value  of  the  assessment  at  the  price  paid  the  lioveriinient  ( .$L'.r)0 
to  $20.(X)  per  acre)  and  of  the  net  proceeds  assessment  is  100';^  of  the  full  and  true 
value.  The  taxable  value  of  the  machinery,  structures  and  appurtenances  is  30%  of 
the  full  and  true  value.  These  asses.sments  all  take  the  regular  levies  aiiplicable  to 
the  taxing  district  in  which  the  proiierty  is  Ux-ateil. 

Coal  mines,  oil  properties,  lime  rock,  gypsum  and  othi'r  ipiarries.  aucl  mines 
producing  precious  or  semi-precious  gems  or  stones,  or  any  other  valuable  nuneral 
or  minerals,  all  come  within  the  provisions  of  the  net  proceeds  law  and  are  as.sessed 
as   outlined    above. 

Royalties 

Royalties  are  as.sessed  direct  to  the  i)er.sons  receiving  same  ami  an-  \alui-d  tin- 
taxation  purpo.ses  at  the  amount  rec-eived  less  an  allowance  for  the  same  deiiletion 
allowed  by  the  federal  government  on  income  tax  returns.  There  is  al.so  a  provision 
for  deduction  of  storage  charge  in  cases  where  the  royalty  owner  incurs  that  <'Xpense. 
The  assessment   is  assigned   to   Class   I.   taxable  at   100  jhu-  cent. 

.Alines  License-  Taxes 

In  addition  to  the  taxes  paid  on  the  assessments  listed  above,  coal  mine  operators 
are  I'eqnired  to  pay  direct  to  the  state  treasurer  a  license  tax  of  five  cents  per  loo 
on  all  coal  mined;  oil  producers  pay  two  per  cent  of  the  value  of  all  oil  produi-ed : 
cement  manufacturers  pay  fcnir  cents  per  barrel,  plaster  manufacturers  pay  five  cents 
per  ton.  and  metal  mine  operators  pay  annually  a  tax  based  on  th(>  market  value  of 
the  metals  produced.  Coal.  oil.  cenicMt  and  |ilasiiT  lircnse  taxes  are  treated  more 
l\dly    in   another   part   of   Ibis   report. 

Metal  Mines  License   Tax 

The  amount  of  metal  mines  lieen.se  tax  is  iletermined  by  the  .state  Itnard  of 
Kqualization  from  verified  reports  filed  by  the  metal  lu'oducers,  and  in  this  connec- 
tion the  board  has  authority  to  examine  the  booUs  of  .-smelters  and  redueticui  work-* 
if  it  deems  such  examimition  necessary  or  advisable.  The  first  .flOO.tMMi  of  gross 
liroduction  in  each  year  is  tax  exemjit  :  the  next  iJloO.OtK)  or  ixuMion  thereof  iKiys  a 
lax  of  Vi  of  1%:  the  next  SloO.OtM)  (.r  portion  thereof  pays  a  lax  of  Vi;  of  1|%  :  the 
next  .$100,000  or  portion  thereof  ii;iys  n  lax  of  %  of  1%.  and  all  over  .foOO.OOO  pays 
a    lax   of   1%. 

In  arriviu;:  at  the  market  \ahie  of  ibe  metals,  average  quotaticms  in  Engineering 
and  Mining  Journal  are  used  as  a  ha.se.  and  from  these  average  prices  the  .Montana 
\alue  is  determined.  The  same  average  prices  govern  all  assessments.  'I'he  .i mount 
payable  by  the  metal  producers  in  liKU  was  $231,85:!.()7.  In  l!>.'i2  the  amoinit  payable 
is  $]05,4(K2.5(i.  One-half  of  this  revenue  is  credited  to  the  general  fund  of  the  state, 
•■itid   nne-balt   to   the   <'oinmoii    school    ccpialization    fund.
